force of more than 3,000 
soldiers already in Iraq fol¬ 
lowed his acknowledge¬ 
ment earlier this week that 
Washington still lacks a 
“complete strategy" for 
training Iraqi forces to fight 
the Islamic State. A U.S.- 
led coalition has launched 
more than 1,900 airstrikes 
in Iraq since August 2014 to 
mixed results. 

Many of the Shiite fighters, 
including Ahsan and his un¬ 
cle, Salah Mahdi, believe 
that airstrikes have been a 
hindrance to their efforts to 
recapture territory — and 
in some cases, have been 
deadly. 

“We know of Hashd al- 
Shaabi fighters who were 
killed by the American 
planes,” Mahdi said, us¬ 
ing the commonly known 
Arabic name for the Popu¬ 
lar Mobilization Forces. “If 
they really wanted to help 
us, then they would leave 
Iraqis to liberate Iraq by 
themselves." The Popular 
Mobilization Forces have 
played a key role in sever¬ 
al battles in the past year, 
but their strategy appears 
increasingly at odds with 
that of the government. 
While Prime Minister Flaider 
al-Abadi continues to lob¬ 
by for greater international 
support in the way of arms, 
training and aid, the Popu¬ 
lar Mobilization Forces want 
the coalition to back off. 
Noting the increased num¬ 
ber of U.S. advisers, train¬ 
ers, logisticians and security 
personnel, al-Amiri scoffed 
at the notion that an ad¬ 
ditional “450 experts will be 
able to win the battle.” 
“There were 150,000 Ameri¬ 
can troops, thousands of 
tanks and mortars, and 
hundreds of jets, and they 
were unable to do any¬ 
thing to al-Qaida in 2006 
and 2007,” al-Amiri said. 
While there are no official 
estimates for the size of the 
Popular Mobilization Forc¬ 


es, they are now believed 
to make up the majority of 
fighters in Iraq, outnumber¬ 
ing the official Iraqi military, 
which virtually crumbled in 
the face of the militant on¬ 
slaught last year. 

A number of the individual 
militias have said Iranian 
advisers arm and train their 
fighters, but officially the 
Popular Mobilization Force 
can only receive aid from 
the Iraqi government, leav¬ 
ing the U.S. somewhat at 
a loss for how to deal with 
them. On the cars of the 
convoy young Ali Ahsan 
rode in, posters of Iran's Su¬ 
preme Leader Ayatollah Ali 
Khamenei and Iraq's top 
Shiite cleric Ayatollah Ali al- 
Sistani decorated the win¬ 
dows and doors. 

In Anbar itself, red and 
green flags with the opera¬ 
tion’s slogan — “Labaik ya 
Hussein," or “At your com¬ 
mand, Hussein" — flap in 
the wind and dust along¬ 
side posters hailing the 
Popular Mobilization Forc¬ 
es. The slogan is in honor of 
the Prophet Mohammed’s 
grandson. Imam Hussein, 
who was killed in the 7th 
century battle that led to 
the schism between Shiite 
and Sunni Muslims. 

The slogan was dubbed 
“unhelpful" by the Penta¬ 
gon last month, but the 
Popular Mobilization Forces 
dismissed any notions of 
sectarianism, saying the 
Imam Hussein is revered by 
all Muslims. 

“I am not a member of any 
militia,” said Saif Majid, 23, 
a taxi driver from Baghdad 
who joined last year when 
al-Sistani called on Iraqis to 
defend the country. “We 
are all brothers — Sunnis, 
Shiites, everyone." 

As for whether the opera¬ 
tion will yield success quick¬ 
ly, Ahsan is hopeful. 

“God willing,” the teenager 
said. “I have to go back in

The measure would allow 
him to negotiate global 
trade deals, including one 
with 11 Asian nations near 
completion, that Congress 
could approve or reject 
but not change. 

The debate and vote are 
certain to reverberate in 
next year's presidential 
election. Most Republican 
contenders favor the trade 
bill. 

Among Democrats, Hillary 
Clinton is uncommitted, 
despite calls by rivals to 
take a position. 

Business groups gener¬ 
ally favor the measure. But 
strong opposition by orga¬ 
nized labor carries at least 
an implicit threat to the re- 
election of any Democrat 
who votes in the bill's favor. 
“Slow down the fast track 
to get a better deal for the 
America people,” Demo¬ 
cratic House Leader Nan¬ 
cy Pelosi said in a speech 
that drew handshakes and 
hugs from union-backed 
Democrats who have la¬ 
bored for months to reject 
Obama’s request for “fast 
track" authority in trade 
talks. Obama drew ap¬ 
plause when he walked 
into the meeting with Dem¬ 
ocrats, but sharp words af¬ 
ter he left and few if any 
conversions for his efforts. 
The president’s hastily ar¬ 
ranged visit to Congress 
marked a last-minute bid 
to stave off a stinging de¬ 
feat at the hands of his 
own party. 

His visit relegated much of 
the debate on the House 
floor to the status of a side¬ 
show. 

Republicans command a 
majority in the House, and 
Speaker John Boehner and 


the Republican leader¬ 
ship worked in harness with 
Obama to pass the legisla¬ 
tion. But there were many 
defections among Repub¬ 
licans unwilling to expand 
the president's author¬ 
ity and not nearly enough 
Democrats supporting him 
for fhe bill to prevail. 

The outcome was also a tri¬ 
umph for organized labor, 
which had lobbied law¬ 


makers furiously to oppose 
the measure that union of¬ 
ficials warned would lead 
fo the loss of thousands of 
American jobs. 

Technically, the vote was 
on a portion of the legisla¬ 
tion to renew federal aid 
for workers who lose their 
jobs through imports. 

A second roll call followed 
on the trade negotiating 
powers themselves, and 


the House approved that 
measure, 219-211. But un¬ 
der the rules in effect, the 
overall legislation, previous¬ 
ly approved by the Senate, 
could not advance to the 
White House unless both 
halves were agreed to 
. That made votes some¬ 
thing less than a perma¬ 
nent rejection of the leg¬ 
islation. Republican Rep. 
Paul Ryan, a former vice 


presidential nominee, 
chairman of the House 
committee that deals with 
trade and a supporter of 
the measure, told report¬ 
ers, “This isn’t over yet,” 

The White House agreed. 
“Our work is not done 
yet," said presidential press 
secretary Josh Earnest. 
He compared the day’s 
events to a temporary set¬ 
back in the Senate that 
was followed by the trade 
bill’s passage 

Pelosi said the bill was 
“stuck in the station," sug¬ 
gesting that changes 
could get it moving again. 
Even so, it was unclear how 
majority Republicans and 
the White House would be 
able to gain the momen¬ 
tum. 

“Basically the president 
tried to both guilt people 
and then impugn their in¬ 
tegrity,” said Congressman 
Peter DeFazio, a Democrat 
and one of the most out¬ 
spoken opponents of the 
legislation. 

Another Democrat, Con¬ 
gressman Steve Cohen, 
said Obama had told 
Democrats that “his whole 
philosophy, life, everything 
he's done has been to 
help people. And he thinks 
he's doing that with this 
trade agreement.” □ 


In Hastert case; 

US attorneys want some evidence kept secret 


CHICAGO (AP) — U.S. 
prosecutors want to keep 
some evidence in the case 
against the former leader 
of theU.S. House of Repre¬ 
sentatives secret, even af¬ 
ter the proceedings have 
ended. Dennis Hastert 
was once one of the most 
powerful men in Washing¬ 


ton and during his term as 
speaker from 1999 to 2007 
stood second in line to 
the U.S. presidency. 
Prosecutors filed a mo¬ 
tion Friday seeking a pro¬ 
tective order on any dis¬ 
covery the U.S. Attorney’s 
Office provides Dennis 
Hastert’s lawyers. They're 


asking U.S. District Judge 
Thomas Durkin to order that 
the information cannot be 
disclosed to anyone not 
involved in the case. They 
say Hastert's lawyers do not 
oppose the request. 

Hastert is accused of 
agreeing to pay $3.5 mil¬ 
lion to someone described 


in an indictment as “Indi¬ 
vidual A” to keep past mis¬ 
conduct secret. The former 
teacher and coach plead¬ 
ed not guilty to charges of 
violating banking laws and 
lying to the FBI. Durkin has 
scheduled a hearing for 
Thursday.

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US Officials: Second hack exposed military and intel data

WASHINGTON (AP) — Hack¬ 
ers linked to China appear 
to have gained access to 
the sensitive background 
information submitted by 
intelligence and military 
personnel for security clear¬ 
ances, several U.S. officials 
said Friday, describing a 
second cyberbreach of 
federal records that could 
dramatically compound 
the potential damage. 

The forms authorities be¬ 
lieved to have been ac¬ 
cessed, require applicants 
to fill out deeply personal 
information about mental 
illnesses, drug and alco¬ 
hol use, past arrests and 
bankruptcies. They also re¬ 
quire the listing of contacts 
and relatives, potentially 
exposing any foreign rela¬ 
tives of U.S. intelligence em¬ 
ployees to coercion. Both 
the applicant’s national 
identification number and 
that of his or her cohabitant 
is required. 


The officials spoke on con¬ 
dition of anonymity be¬ 
cause the security clear¬ 
ance material is classified. 
“This tells the Chinese the 


identities of almost every¬ 
body who has got a United 
States security clearance,” 
said Joel Brenner, a for¬ 
mer top U.S. counterintelli¬ 
gence official. “That makes 
it very hard for any of those 


people to function as an 
intelligence officer. The 
database also tells the Chi¬ 
nese an enormous amount 
of information about al¬ 


most everyone with a se¬ 
curity clearance. That’s a 
gold mine. It helps you ap¬ 
proach and recruit spies.”

which was the target of 
the hack, has not officially 
notified military or intel¬ 
ligence personnel whose 
security clearance data 
was breached, but news of 
the second hack was start¬ 
ing to circulate in both the 
Pentagon and the CIA. 

The officials said they be¬ 
lieve the hack into the se¬ 
curity clearance database 
was separate from the 
breach of federal person¬ 
nel data announced last 
week — a breach that is 
itself appearing far worse 
than first believed. It could 
not be learned whether the 
security database breach 
happened when an OPM 
contractor was hacked in 
2013, an attack that was 
discovered last year. Mem¬ 
bers of Congress received 
classified briefings about 
that breach in September, 
but there was no mention 
of security clearance infor¬ 
mation being exposed. 

The OPM had no immedi¬ 
ate comment Friday. 

Nearly all of the millions of 


security clearance holders, 
including CIA, National Se¬ 
curity Agency and military 
special operations per¬ 
sonnel, are potentially ex¬ 
posed in the security clear¬ 
ance breach, the officials 
said. More than 2.9 million 
people had been investi¬ 
gated for a security clear¬ 
ance as of October 2014, 
according to government 
records. 

In the hack of standard per¬ 
sonnel records announced 
last week, two people 
briefed on the investiga¬ 
tion disclosed Friday that 
as many as 14 million cur¬ 
rent and former civilian U.S. 
government employees 
have had their information 
exposed to hackers, a far 
higher figure than the 4 mil¬ 
lion the Obama administra¬ 
tion initially disclosed. 
American officials have 
said that cybertheft origi¬ 
nated in China and that 
they suspect espionage by 
the Chinese government, 
which has denied any 
involvement. □

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California orders large 
water cuts for farmers

SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) 

— As California grapples 
with a relentless drought, 
state regulators on Friday 
ordered farmers and oth¬ 
ers who hold some of the 
strongest water rights in the 
state to stop all pumping 
from three major water¬ 
ways in one of country’s 
prime farm regions. 

The order involving record 
cuts by senior water rights 
holders in the Sacramento, 
San Joaquin and delta wa¬ 
tersheds followed manda¬ 
tory water curtailment ear¬ 
lier this year to cities and 
towns and to farmers with 
less iron-clad water rights. 
The waterways targeted 
Friday in the order by the 
State Water Resources 
Control Board provide wa¬ 
ter to farms and cities in 
the agricultural-rich Cen¬ 
tral Valley and beyond. 
Economists and agricul¬ 
ture experts say growing of 
some crops will shift in the 
short-term to regions with 
more water, so the water 
cuts are expected to have 
little immediate impact on 
food prices. 

The curtailment order ap¬ 
plies to 114 entities — in¬ 
cluding individual land- 
owners and water districts 
serving farmers and small 
communities — with claims 
dating back to 1914 or be¬ 
fore. 

It will force thousands of 
water users in the state to 
tap groundwater, buy wa¬ 
ter at rising costs, use previ¬ 
ously stored water, or go 
dry. 

“It's going to be a differ¬ 
ent story for each one of 
them, and a struggle for 
all of them,” Thomas How¬ 
ard, executive director of 
the water board, acknowl¬ 
edged. 


It’s the first time since a 
1977 drought that Cali¬ 
fornia has directed a sig¬ 
nificant number of senior 
water rights holders to 
stop pumping because of 
drought and amounts to 
the most widespread cuts 
ever among those with 
some of the state's stron¬ 
gest water rights. 

California water law was 
built around preserving 
the water rights of those 
who staked claims to wa¬ 
terways more than a cen¬ 
tury ago or have property 
that abuts the rivers and 
streams. 

Water regulators had 
spared the senior-rights 
holders until now but warn 
that still more cuts will be 
coming for farmers and 
others in weeks to follow. 
People ordered Friday to 
cut back have water rights 
going back to 1903. 

“We are now at the point 
where demand in our sys¬ 
tem is outstripping supply 
for even the most senior 
water rights holders,” said 
Caren Trgovcich, chief 
deputy director of the wa¬ 
ter board. 

Farmers and water districts 
have promised court bat¬ 
tles to stop what are the 
broadest incursions on re¬ 
cord to the water allotted 
to senior-rights holders. 
Jeanne Zolezzi, an attorney 
for two small irrigation dis¬ 
tricts serving farmers in the 
San Joaquin area, says she 
plans to go to court next 
week to stop the board’s 
action. 

She said her clients include 
small family farms that grow 
permanent crops such as 
apricots and walnuts, and 
have no back-up supplies 
in wells or reservoirs. 

“A lot of trees would die, 
and a lot of people would 
go out of business,” said 
Zolezzi. “We are not talking

about a 25 percent cut like 
imposed on urban. This is a 
100 percent cut, no water 
supplies.” 

Jonas Minton, an adviser 
at the private Planning 
and Conservation League 
environmental group, said 


droughts of this scale are 
not unprecedented in Cal¬ 
ifornia. 

What is different, he said, 
is that the state has grown 
to a population of 38 mil¬ 
lion and has vast acres of 
farmland to irrigate. He 


said state bureaucrats or 
environmentalists can’t be 
blamed. 

“Today’s curtailments are 
not being done by choice,” 
Minton said. “They're a re¬ 
action to the reality of the 
shrinking water supply.”□ 






















2 charged with conspiring with Boston man to help IS group

BOSTON (AP) — Two men 

were charged Friday with 
conspiring to help the Is¬ 
lamic State group by plot¬ 
ting with a Boston terror 
suspect to kill U.S. citizens 
in order support the objec¬ 
tives of the terrorist organi¬ 
zation. 

Nicholas Rovinski, 24, of 
Warwick, Rhode Island, 
made an initial appear¬ 
ance in Boston court Fri¬ 
day. David Wright, 25, of 
Everett, Massachusetts, 
was arrested last week. 
Both men are charged with 
conspiring with Usaama 
Rahim, 26, of Boston, who 
was killed last week by ter¬ 
ror investigators who had 
him under 24-hour surveil¬ 
lance. Authorities say Ra¬ 
him lunged at police with 
a military-style knife, but his 
family has questioned that 
account, noting that a 
knife is not seen in a grainy 
surveillance video cited by 
authorities. 

Rovinski and Wright, Ra¬

Boston shooting raises questions about CVE plans

BOSTON (AP) — The man 

killed by Boston officers 
he had threatened with a 
knife represents the kind 
of homegrown extremist 
that a federal pilot pro¬ 
gram seeks to counter, if 
what authorities allege is 
true — and for some, raises 
doubts of whether the pre¬ 
ventative measures are be¬ 
ing communicated or can 
ever even work. 

The FBI and Boston police 
say their joint terrorism task 
force had been monitoring 


Usaama Rahim for some 
time and had placed him 
under 24-hour surveillance 
when they intercepted 
messages suggesting he 
imminently planned to at¬ 
tack police. 

Rahim was fatally shot June 
2 in a drugstore parking 
lot after, authorities say, 
he lunged at six task force 
members with a military- 
style knife as they sought to 
question him. 

Glenn Katon, legal direc¬ 
tor for the California-based 
Muslim Advocates and a 
critic of the federal pilot 


program called Counter¬ 
ing Violent Extremism, sug¬ 
gests authorities may have 
missed an opportunity with 
Rahim. 

“This begs the question of 
whether CVE is ever going 
to work, under any circum¬ 
stance,” he said. “I'm re¬ 
ally, really skeptical." 

Under Countering Vio¬ 
lent Extremism, launched 
to fanfare by the Obama 
administration in February 
after months of develop¬ 
ment, law enforcement 
and Islamic and commu¬ 
nity leaders are supposed 


work together to tackle ter¬ 
rorism by preventing radi- 
calization from taking root 
among youths and others 
vulnerable to extremist pro¬ 
paganda like that spread 
online by the Islamic State 
group. 

The initiatives, which are 
also being tested in Los An¬ 
geles and Minneapolis and 
will be rolled out nation¬ 
wide if deemed effective, 
take many forms, including 
town hall discussions, edu¬ 
cational and training pro¬ 
grams, mentorships, and 
social media campaignsO

Wright has been 
in custody since his arrest 
last week on a charge of 
conspiracy to destroy evi¬ 
dence. 

Both Rovinski and Wright 
are scheduled to appear 
in court for a detention 
hearing next week. Pros¬ 
ecutors said Friday that 
they'll ask for Rovinski to be 
held without bail until his 
trial because he poses a 
threat to public safety. 
Wright and Rovinski told 
authorities that during a 
meeting with Rahim on 
May 31 they discussed 
plans to behead the po¬ 
litical activist, identified by 
authorities as blogger Pa¬ 
mela Geller, according to 
the affidavit.

ATHENS, Greece (AP) — 

Greece said Friday it will 
present its creditors with 
new proposals over the 
weekend in an attempt to 
breathe life into stalled bail¬ 
out discussions that have 
stoked fears of the coun¬ 
try’s bankruptcy. 
Confirmation that talks 
would proceed over the 
weekend came after Euro¬ 
pean markets had closed. 
Fears that the two sides 
were as far apart as ever on 
such issues as pensions and 
the budget saw the main 
stock index in Athens close 
5.9 percent lower and the 


Stoxx 50 index of leading 
European shares end down 
1 percent. 

A Greek government of¬ 
ficial indicated a deal with 
creditors may be nearer 
than thought after Prime 
Minister Alexis Tsipras had 
conferred with senior minis¬ 
ters. 

“The Greek side is ready to 
table counter-proposals to 
bridge the remaining differ¬ 
ences,” a government offi¬ 
cial said. 

The official, who was not 
authorized to discuss the 
matter on the record, said 
Greece believes an agree¬ 
ment is "closer than ever” 
and that Greek representa¬ 


tives will meet those repre¬ 
senting the creditors in Brus¬ 
sels on Saturday. 

Pressure on Greece to se¬ 
cure a deal is mounting. 
Greece’s 240 billion-euro 
($270 billion) bailout expires 
June 30, at which point the 
country will lose access to 
the rescue loans it desper¬ 
ately needs to repay debts 
and avoid a default that 
could force it out of the 
euro. 

The most dramatic sign of 
an impasse in the discus¬ 
sions had come on Thurs¬ 
day when the International 
Monetary Fund sent its ne¬ 
gotiators home from bail¬ 
out talks with Greek officials 


in Brussels, citing a lack of 
progress. 

The weekend talks come 
ahead of a meeting late 
next week of the euro¬ 
zone's 19 finance ministers 
— a meeting that European 
Union President Donald Tusk 
has said “is really crucial 
and should be decisive.” 
Despite the lack of visible 
progress, German Chancel¬ 
lor Angela Merkel has shown 
a willingness to continue 
the talks — her views matter 
perhaps more than most as 
Germany is Greece’s single 
biggest creditor. 

“Where there’s a will, 
there’s a way, but the will 
must come from every¬ 
body,” she said in a speech 
in Berlin. Germany stressed 
that a solution would have 
to include the IMF. 

Greece's creditors — its fel¬ 
low eurozone states, the 
European Central Bank and 
the IMF — want the coun¬ 
try to commit to new eco¬ 
nomic reforms before they 
disburse the last 7.2 billion 
euros ($8.2 billion) left in 
Greece's bailout fund. 

The key points of contention 
appear to be cuts to Greek 
pensions, changes in the 
labor market and the size 
of Greece’s government 
budget. Jeroen Dijssel- 
bloem, the eurozone's top 
official, said the onus was 


on the Greek government 
to come up with “sound” 
proposals. 

Greece’s final installment 
has been pending since last 
year and with no access to 
the international borrowing 
market, Greece has been 
struggling to pay both its 
international debts, and to 
continue paying salaries 
and pensions. 

Without outside help, 
Greece is unlikely to be 
able to repay a roughly 
1.6 billion-euro IMF debt in¬ 
stallment due June 30 and 
larger debts due to the Eu¬ 
ropean Central Bank in July 
and August. 

"We are coming to a 
head,” said David Mackie 
of JP Morgan. “Our judg¬ 
ment remains that Greece 
will offer concessions to get 
a deal.” 

In Germany, there appear 
to be mixed views about 
saving Greece. 

A poll by the TNS-Emnid 
agency for the German 
weekly Focus found that 
46 percent of Germans 
wanted Greece to keep 
the euro, while 42 percent 
thought it should return to 
the drachma. That survey of 
1,004 people, conducted

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EU emergency refugee plan faces strong opposition

BRUSSELS (AP) — An emer¬ 
gency European Union 
plan to help Italy and 
Greece manage thou¬ 
sands of migrants crossing 
the Mediterranean could 
be vastly watered down 
next week, diplomats said 
Friday. 

The EU’s executive commis¬ 
sion wants EU interior minis¬ 
ters meeting next Tuesday 
to endorse its scheme to 
share responsibility for tak¬ 
ing in 40,000 Syrians and Er¬ 
itreans arriving in Italy and 
Greece. The plan would 
require EU countries to take 
in set numbers of refugees 
based on criteria like eco¬ 
nomic strength, unemploy¬ 
ment and efforts already 
undertaken to host mi¬ 
grants. 

But diplomats said that 
about 10 of the 28 EU na¬ 
tions insist the system should 
be voluntary, not man¬ 
datory. Hungary and the 
Czech Republic oppose 


the plan outright. 

Even the states supporting 
it want to change the terms 
for sharing the refugees. 
One EU diplomat said 
there's clearly not a major¬ 
ity needed to approve the 
plan. 

He declined to be named 
because he is not permit¬ 
ted to speak publicly about 
the deliberations. 

Around 100,000 migrants 
have already arrived in 
Europe this year, many of 
whom crossed the Mediter¬ 
ranean Sea to reach Italy 
and Greece. Some 2,000 
are missing and feared 
dead, and five countries 
alone are handling about 
three quarters of those who 
survived. 

Given the frequent failure 
of EU nations to show genu¬ 
ine solidarity with front-line 
countries Italy, Greece and 
Malta, the commission had 
hoped that its plan would 
force them to share the 
burden.

France: Airport officials detain 
6-year-old girl in ID crackdown

PARIS (AP) — Paris airport 
police held a 6-year-old 
French girl for three days on 
suspicion she had a fake 
passport — until a judge 
ordered her released into 
her mother's arms, a lawyer 
said Friday. 

Authorities insist that police 
were just doing their jobs 
to protect children from 
trafficking, but the case 
has caused indignation in 
France amid sensitive de¬ 
bate over police treatment 
of waves of undocument¬ 
ed migrants coming to Eu¬ 
rope in recent months. 

The girl was detained Sat¬ 
urday at Charles de Gaulle 
airport, after arriving from 


Cameroon, said lawyer 
Sidonie Leoue. The girl was 
traveling as an unaccom¬ 
panied minor carrying all 
necessary documents, and 
her mother was waiting at 
the Paris airport to greet 
her, Leoue said. 

She waited three days. 
Police thought the girl’s 
passport photo didn’t re¬ 
semble her, and suspected 
a fake, according to the 
lawyer and the French In¬ 
terior Ministry. 

The Paris-born girl was held 
in a special police day 
care for three days before 
she appeared before a 
judge, who asked the girl to 
identify her mother, seated 
across the courtroom, the 
lawyer said.Q

Also, early on Friday, ran¬ 
dom shelling killed 12 civil¬ 
ians in the southwestern 
city of Taiz, which witnessed 
some of the fiercest battles 
between rebels and south¬ 
ern fighters, witnesses and 
officials said. 

In the Sanaa airstrikes, resi¬ 
dents initially believed the 
warplanes had targeted a 
house occupied by a se¬ 
nior rebel commander, but 
officials and witnesses later 
said there were no Shiite 
rebels among the victims.

LILLE, France (AP) — Domi¬ 
nique Strauss-Kahn had a 
caustic reaction as four 
years of legal battles in¬ 
volving sex charges on two 
continents ended without 
a single conviction: “All 
that for this?” 

From a sordid New York 
hotel encounter to or¬ 
gies in Paris, the former 
International Monetary 
Fund chief has admitted 
to questionable behavior 
that destroyed his political 
career and onetime presi¬ 
dential ambitions. He’s 
a sexual libertine, by his 
own admission. But courts 
have repeatedly found no 
grounds to convict him as 
a criminal. 

Friday’s ruling in the north¬ 
ern French city of Lille 
closed a sometimes surreal 
chapter for Strauss-Kahn 
and for France, where the 
unusual public airing of 
his private life sent shock- 
waves through society and 
upended high-level poli¬ 
tics. Some Frenchwomen 
hoped the DSK scandal, as 
it became known, would 


make it easier to hold pow¬ 
erful men accountable for 
sexual wrongdoing — a 
hope largely unfulfilled. 

In a packed courtroom 
Friday, a panel of judges 
acquitted all but one of 
the 13 defendants of ac¬ 
cusations of involvement in 
a prostitution ring. Strauss- 
Kahn faced charges of 
“aggravated pimping,” 
but the judges said he was 
not involved in hiring the 
prostitutes involved or pay¬ 
ing them. 

That's what Strauss-Kahn 
said all along: “All that for 
this?” he scoffed as he rose 
to leave the courtroom 
with his girlfriend and adult 
daughter. “What a waste.” 
The 66-year-old economist 
freely, even proudly, ad¬ 
mitted during the Febru¬ 
ary trial that he took part in 
sex parties from 2008-2011, 
while he was heading the 
IMF and married — events 
he called much-needed 
“recreational sessions" at 
a time of intense pressure 
to steer the world through 
economic peril. 

Two prostitutes, in sear¬ 
ing testimony, described 
sometimes humiliating ex¬ 


periences and “beast-like” 
behavior by Strauss-Kahn. 
The trial confirmed a sense 
among many French peo¬ 
ple that Strauss-Kahn was 
no average philandering 
politician, and had crossed 
beyond standard limits of 
decency. 

Yet as presiding judge Ber¬ 
nard Lemaire said at the 
opening of the trial: “The 
court is not the guardian 
of moral order, but of the 
law.” 

The prostitutes acknowl¬ 
edged they never told 
Strauss-Kahn they were 
paid, and other defen¬ 
dants described their vol¬ 
untary efforts to protect 


their powerful friend from 
embarrassment. 

At the end of the trial, even 
the prosecutor asked for 
Strauss-Kahn’s acquittal, 
saying the trial did not back 
up the charge of aggravat¬ 
ed pimping, which requires 
proof that he promoted or 
profited from prostitution. 
Strauss-Kahn was hit with 
the French prostitution 
ring charges in 2012. The 
13 defendants, including 
hotel managers, entrepre¬ 
neurs, a lawyer and a po¬ 
lice chief, were accused 
of participating in or orga¬ 
nizing the collective sexual 
encounters in Paris, Wash¬ 
ington and in the Brussels 


region in 2008-2011. 

None of the women who 
took part in the sex parties 
was present at Friday’s rul¬ 
ing, and only two of the 
numerous prostitutes who 
were interviewed by inves¬ 
tigators agreed to testify at 
trial. 

A movement is afoot in 
France to change the way 
the country looks at pros¬ 
titution. The lower house 
of parliament approved a 
controversial bill Friday that, 
if also approved by the up¬ 
per house, would be one

"I think (the scandals) fi¬ 
nally demonstrated to the 
population how these net¬ 
works of corruption and 
organized crime really im¬ 
pact their daily lives,” Bel¬ 
tran said. "For them to say, 
‘We're paying taxes and 
the state is not able to pro¬ 
vide basic services because 
they're embezzling or steal¬ 
ing them,' I think that even¬ 
tually just kind of was the 
drop that overflowed the 
cup." 

Trying to tamp down the 
anger, Perez Molina has 
accepted the resignation 
of several Cabinet officials, 
including the powerful inte¬ 
rior minister, fired others and 
initiated reviews of govern¬ 
ment contracts. Congress 
set up commissions to ex¬ 
amine possible legal, politi¬ 
cal and social reforms.Q

LOUISVILLE, Ky. (AP) — 

American Pharoah looked 
strong and fresh in his first 
exercise as a Triple Crown 
champion before meet¬ 
ing a veterinarian who has 
seen six of his brethren.

American Pharoah is still 
basking in the afterglow of 
his achievement. 

After getting his public bath 
before a group of camera¬ 
clicking spectators, he 
posed for pictures with fans 
young and old and rel¬ 
ished the gentle pats and 
kisses on his cheek. 

The horse's laid-back de¬ 
meanor through all the 
oohs and ahhs certainly 
impressed Lexington veteri¬ 
narian William McGee, 98, 
who recalls seeing or treat¬ 
ing at least six Triple Crown 
champions in his career. 
American Pharoah calmly 
walked over to McGee’s 
wheelchair and cozied 
up to him for a pat on the 
head that confirmed Mc¬ 
Gee’s belief in how special 
he is. 

“His temperament is out¬ 
standing,” McGee said. 
“Most horses just won’t 
stand for the closeness of 


people as he did. I look for 
the best from him.” 

The public will get its 
chance to congratulate 
horse racing's 12th Triple 
Crown winner Saturday 
night as American Pharoah 
parades around the famed 


track before his connec¬ 
tions receive gold and sil¬ 
ver trophies for last month’s 
Kentucky Derby victory. 

His name has already been 
added in gold letters to a 
ring of fame with previous 
Triple Crown champions in 


the paddock area, and he 
wore a Triple Crown blan¬ 
ket before being led back 
to his stall. 

A resident at Baffert's barn 
since late April, American 
Pharoah will leave Louisville 
June 18 to return to Califor¬ 


nia to prepare for his next 
phase of competition. 
Though the trainer said the 
horse will definitely com¬ 
pete in the Breeders' Cup 
Classic at Keeneland in 
Lexington this fall, his sum¬ 
mer schedule is undecid¬ 
ed. 

“The goal is to bring him 
back healthy,” said Baffert, 
joking that he wants to put 
the champion “in bubble 
wrap” to protect him. 

“I don’t want to get ahead 
of myself. I just want to see 
how he responds." 

If Friday’s brief jog around 
Churchill Downs offered 
any clues, American 
Pharoah seemed to be 
refreshed from the 114- 
mile Belmont Stakes that 
he won by 514 lengths. He 
seemed to glide while go¬ 
ing around the outside of 
the main track in the op¬ 
posite direction of many 
horses and looked as if he 
could've gone farther if 
asked. 

That will come in time for 
the champion, who just 
needed to stretch his legs

TAMPA, Florida (AP) — Four 
games into the Stanley 
Cup Final, all that's clear is 
just how little separates the 
Chicago Blackhawks and 
the Tampa Bay Lightning. 
These two NHL conference 
champions have two vic¬ 
tories, nine goals and 24 
penalty minutes apiece, 
while Chicago has outshot 
Tampa Bay 107-104. 

Neither team has led by 
more than one goal at 
any point in the Final’s first 
four games, which have all 
been decided by one goal 
apiece for the first time 
since 1968 and just the third 
time in NHL history. 

The Lightning return home 
for Game 5 on Saturday at 
Amalie Arena knowing they 
missed early opportunities 
to get Chicago in serious 
trouble in this series — and 
they know the fate of other 
opponents who failed to 
put the Blackhawks away. 
“For either one of us to think 
we’re going to go out there 
and control 60 minutes of 


the game ... I just don’t see 
it happening,” Lightning 
associated coach Rick 
Bowness said. “There are 
moments in each of the 
four games that we were in 
control of it, and there are 
moments, like the second 
period last night, that they 
were in control of it.” 
Tampa Bay could very well 
have won all four games 
but the Blackhawks could 
say the same thing. Still 
Game 4 will still be stinging 
the Lightning and the one 
they will look back on with 
regret if they don't man¬ 
age to win the Cup. 

Tampa Bay held the Black¬ 
hawks to just two shots in 
the first period and didn't 
let up significantly in the fi¬ 
nal two periods, dominat¬ 
ing the puck. Yet the Black¬ 
hawks got goals of pure 
persistence from Jonathan 
Toews and Brandon Saad, 
while the Lightning lament¬ 
ed numerous missed scor¬ 
ing chances. 

Steven Stamkos twice 
came close to tying Game 
4 in the final 90 seconds but 


the Lightning captain still 
doesn't have a goal in the 
series. 

“When you have teams of 
this caliber, it's bound to 
be a tight series," Stamkos 
said. “We're disappointed 
about the squandered 
chance, (but) if you'd have 
given us a best 2 out of 3 at 
home at the beginning of 
the year to win the Stanley 
Cup, any team in their right 
mind would take that op¬ 
portunity.” 

The series is so even be¬ 
cause these teams' similari¬ 
ties have largely canceled 
each other out, from the 
flying forwards up front to 
the uncertain goalie situa¬ 
tions in back. 

“It's a game of bounces. 
You just try to work hard 
and try to get those bounc¬ 
es and keep the momen¬ 
tum,” Saad said. “But luck’s 
definitely a part of it. It’s a 
tough trophy to win and a 
tough series to be a part 
of." 

The Lightning still have the 
impressive team speed that 
seemed to be a key factor 


before this series began, 
but Tampa Bay has recom¬ 
mitted to the improved de¬ 
fensive game that allowed 
it to get out of the Eastern 
Conference playoff brack¬ 
et in 20 grueling games. 
Neither of these speedy 
teams is flying down the 
ice, instead focusing on re¬ 
sponsible hockey. 

“We got caught up think¬ 
ing it would be run-and- 
gun," Blackhawks forward 
Brad Richards said. “And 
if we do that, we just feed 
them. We’ve got to be 
more patient than them." 


Goaltending also hasn’t 
been a deciding factor in 
this series, even with ample 
reason to think it might be. 
The Lightning don't know 
yet whether Andrei Vasi- 
levskiy will get another start 
in net after the 20-year- 
old Russian rookie played 
Game 4 in place of Ben 
Bishop, who has an undis¬ 
closed injury. Vasilevskiy 
won Game 2 in relief, and 
he played well Wednesday 
in his first playoff start, giv¬ 
ing Tampa Bay little reason 
to worry about the poten¬ 
tially precarious position.Q

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Warriors rebound, rout Cavs 103-82, even finals

CLEVELAND (AP) — Golden 
State held LeBron James 
scoreless in the fourth quar¬ 
ter and pulled away for a 
103-82 win at Cleveland on 
Thursday to tie the NBA Fi¬ 
nals at 2-2. 

Andre Iguodala scored 22 
points in a surprise start, 
league MVP Stephen Cur¬ 
ry also had 22, and Dray- 
mond Green returned to 
form with 17 points, seven 
rebounds and six assists as 
the Warriors avoided going 
down to a perilous 3-1 se¬ 
ries deficit. 

“Tonight we came in with 
the mentality that we had 
to win this game,” said 
Curry. 

James scored 20 points — 
21 under his average in the 
series — with 12 rebounds 
and eight assists, and to 
make matters worse for 
Cleveland’s megastar, 
he needed stitches to his 
head after falling onto a TV 
camera in the first half. 
Game 5 is Sunday at 
Oakland’s rambunctious 
Oracle Arena, where the 
teams split two overtime 
games last week. This 
wasn’t quite make-or- 
break for the Warriors, but 
it was close, as none of the 
32 teams which have fallen 
behind 3-1 in the finals has 
won a title. 

“We played desperate out 
there, man,” Klay Thomp¬ 
son said. “We played real 
hungry. It was just awe¬ 
some to come out here 


and impose our will on both 
sides of the ball and play 
our brand of basketball. 
That's what's been winning 
us games all year." 

Timofey Mozgov led Cleve¬ 
land with 28 points and 
guard Matthew Dellave- 
dova, again battling leg 
cramps after a hospital stay 
for dehydration, had 10. 
The Cavs shot just 2 of 18 
from the field and were 
outscored 27-12 in the 
fourth quarter. They also 
got nothing from their 


bench as J.R. Smith missed 
all eight 3-point attempts 
and Cleveland's reserves 
combined to score seven 
points. 

“Offensively we were ter¬ 
rible,” James said, noting 
the Cavs were 4 of 27 on 
3-pointers. “Sometimes 
your offense just doesn’t 
show up.” 

Missing All-Stars Kevin Love 
and Kyrie Irving, the Cavs 
didn't have enough fire¬ 
power and their legs were 
heavy after playing three 


games in five days against 
the relentless Warriors. 
“We're in a three-game 
series for the NBA Finals,” 
coach David Blatt said. “Six 
months ago I would have 
bought that. We’ve got to 
go back to the drawing 
board, go back to work, 
play the best basketball 
we can and try to win this 
thing.” 

Golden State showed a 
sense of urgency from 
the outset. Iguodala, who 
played so well coming off 
the bench in the first three 
games, made his first start 
this season and made 
coach Steve Kerr's deci¬ 
sion look brilliant. 

Known for his defense, 
Iguodala drained four 
3-pointers, 

kept James in check and 
Curry, who finally found his 
range in the fourth quarter 
of Game 3, also dropped 
four 3s, including a deep 
dagger in the fourth over 
Shumpert to end any 
thought the Cavaliers had 
of a comeback. 

Iguodala made things 
tough on James, who went 
7 of 22 from the field and 5 
of 10 from the tree-throw 
line. 

“Make him work as hard as 
possible,” Iguodala said of 
his plan on James. “Make 
him take tough shots. 

You look at his strengths, 
you look at his weaknesses, 
and you try to take him out 
of his comfort zone. Easier 
said than done, but we all 
have a lot of talent and 


when we go out there we 
want to make our stamp 
on the game." 

Since losing Game 3, the 
Warriors vowed to use the 
experience they gained 
when rallying from a 2-1 
deficit against Memphis in 
the Western Conference 
semifinals. 

“It’s just a street fight," 
Green said. “Nobody's 
doing anything dirty, but 
they're battling and we’re 
battling and that's why this 
series is so exciting.” 

Looking for a spark, Kerr 
decided to go “small” with 
his starting lineup, putting 
Iguodala at forward, mov¬ 
ing Green to center and 
benching struggling big 
man Andrew Bogut. 

Kerr initially said he wouldn't 
make any changes, but 
went with a lineup that 
worked well late in Game 
3, when the Warriors scored 
36 points and trimmed a 
20-point deficit to one. 
Shortly before tip-off, Kerr 
told reporters he was stick¬ 
ing with his usual first five. 

“I lied,” he said. “I don't 
think they hand you the 
trophy based on morality. 
They give it to you if you 
win. Sorry about that.” 

Kerr got the result he want¬ 
ed, but only after the War¬ 
riors withstood an early 
flurry from the Cavs, who 
scored the game’s first sev¬ 
en points. 

“You’ve got to take a 
chance with the situation 
we were in tonight," Curry 
said.Q

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Oculus’ virtual-reality headset to simulate touch, gestures

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — Oc¬ 
ulus is expanding its virtual- 
reality headset to simulate 
the sensation of touch and 
gesturing as part of its quest 
to blur the lines between the 
fake and genuine world. 

The touch controllers un¬ 
veiled Thursday by Oculus 
founder Palmer Luckey are 
designed to enable peo¬ 
ple to pick up guns, throw 
Frisbees or carry out other 
actions within the fantasy 
scenes they see through a 
virtual reality headset called 
the Rift. The controllers 
also will make it possible to 
point, wave inside the video 
games being played on the 
Rift, according to Luckey. 
The half-moon shaped con¬ 
trollers, called Oculus Touch, 
will be showcased along 
with the Rift headset next 
week in Los Angeles at the 
Electronic Entertainment 
Expo, or E3, a major video 
game conference. 

“We really think Oculus 
Touch is going to surprise 
you,” Luckey, 22, said. “We 
think they are going to de¬ 
liver an entirely new set of 
virtual reality experiences.” 
Besides showing off its latest 
gadgetry, Oculus provided 
a glimpse at the line-up 
of video games being de¬ 
signed for the Rift and an¬ 


nounced a partnership with 
Microsoft Corp. to make the 
headset compatible with 
the Xbox console and de¬ 
vices running on the next 
version of the Windows op¬ 
erating system scheduled to 


be released next month. 
Oculus’ virtual-reality tech¬ 
nology is so highly regarded 
that Facebook bought it for 
$2 billion last year. 

Since that acquisition, the 
Rift has remained in a testing 
phase that has kept its early 
prototypes in the hands of 
video game makers and 


computer programmers. 
The first consumer model of 
the headset won’t be re¬ 
leased until sometime during 
the first three months of next 
year. The touch controllers 
start selling shortly after that.

and June. 

The Rift’s price hasn’t been 
announced yet, although 
Oculus has previously said 
the headset and a personal 
computer need to power 
the technology will cost less 
than $1,500.

The goal is to trick people’s 
brains into believing what 
they are seeing and hear¬ 
ing is the real thing instead 
of a fabrication, said Ocu¬ 
lus CEO Brandon Iribe, who 
started the company with 
Luckey three years ago with 
$2.4 million in financing. 

The Rift’s initial target mar¬ 
ket will be avid video game 
players. The inaugural line¬ 
up of video games built for 
the Rift include titles from 
COP Games, Gunfire Games 
and Insomniac Games that 
will appear to transport play¬ 
ers into space, an artic zone 
and a fictional land where 
a young man defends his 
home turf from a dragon. 
Luckey and Facebook Inc. 
CEO Mark Zuckerberg, 
though, believe the Oculus 
technology eventually will 
extend far beyond video 
games to enable people’s 
avatars to attend business 
meetings and bring together 
friends and families in virtual 
living rooms even though 
they are many miles apart. 
Movie buffs might even be 
able to insert themselves as 
characters in their favorite 
flicks.

Twitter’s Dick Costolo 
stepping down as CEO

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

Twitter CEO Dick Costolo, 
who helped turn the trendy 
messaging startup into a 
global town square, is step¬ 
ping down amid criticism 
over the company's disap¬ 
pointing financial perfor¬ 
mance and a recent stock 
slide. 

Co-founder Jack Dorsey, 
who served as CEO dur¬ 
ing Twitter's early years, will 
temporarily take the reins 
while the San Francisco 
company looks for a per¬ 
manent replacement. 
Investors greeted the move 
with enthusiasm, driving 
Twitter shares up nearly 6 
percent in late trading after 
the announcement Thurs¬ 


day afternoon. Both Dorsey 
and Costolo, however, ex¬ 
pressed confidence in the 
company’s direction and 
said the board isn't seeking 
major changes. 

"I believe in the course 
the company is on and 
the management team's 
ability to fulfill that and ex¬ 
ecute on it,” Dorsey, who is 
also board chairman, said 
during a joint conference 
call with Costolo and Wall 
Street analysts. 

Both men characterized 
Costolo's departure, effec¬ 
tive July 1, as voluntary. The 
51-year-old Costolo said 
he began talking with Twit¬ 
ter directors about leaving 
last year, although he did 
not say what he plans to 
do next. He will not receive 


any severance package. 
Costolo had been Twitter’s 
CEO for five years and led 
fhe company through a 
successful stock market 
debut in 2013. Though he 
once worked as a stand- 
up comedian, Costolo has 
a degree in computer sci¬ 
ence and led three ear¬ 
lier tech startups, including 
one that he sold to Google. 
He was hired as chief oper¬ 
ating officer for Twifter in 
2009, three years after its 
launch. 

His efforts to turn the once- 
quirky messaging service 
into a significant industry 
player, and a major ven¬ 
ue for online advertising, 
made Costolo a respected 
figure in Silicon Valley. Two 
years ago. Time magazine 


named him “one of the 
most influential minds in 
tech.” 

But even though Twitter 
Inc. had $1.4 billion in rev¬ 
enue last year, primarily 
from digital ads, it hasn't 
made a profit as a public 
company. And its shares 
have not recovered since 
they lost almost a third of 
their value after the com¬ 


pany's last quarterly finan¬ 
cial report in April, when it 
missed Wall Street revenue 
estimates and prompted 
some analysts to question 
the company's leadership. 
At that time, the compa¬ 
ny also lowered its finan¬ 
cial outlook. On Thursday, 
Dorsey said the company is 
making no further changes 
in its financial projections.^ 
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Wingstop shares advance following $110 million IPO 


NEW YORK (AP) — In the 

latest big debut for a "fast 
casual” restaurant com¬ 
pany, shares of Wingstop 
are rocketing after the 
chicken wings chain said 
its initial public offering 
raised $110.2 million. 
Wingstop's offering of 5.8 
million shares priced at $19 
per share. The company 
had expected the stock 


to price between $16 and 
$18 a share. 

Its stock climbed $10.90, or 
57.4 percent, to $29.90 in 
midday trading. 
Restaurants that call them¬ 
selves “fast casual” tout a 
more relaxed atmosphere 
and fast service than tra¬ 
ditional restaurants com¬ 
bined with food that 
seems healthier or fresher 


than fast food. The style 
has grown in popularity in 
recent years, and older 
fast food chains are also 
trying to refashion them¬ 
selves to reflect the trend. 
It’s also caught on with in¬ 
vestors. 

Wingstop is the fifth such 
company to go public 
with a $100 million IPO 
since late 2013. All of those 


stocks did well on their first 
day of trading: shares of 
burger chain Shake Shack 
Inc. and sandwich maker 
Potbelly Corp. both more 
than doubled in value in 
their debuts, while chicken 
chain El Polio Loco Hold¬ 
ings Inc. climbed about 60 
percent and chicken and 
biscuits maker Bojangles 
Inc. advanced 25 percent.

Earlier this week, stocks on 
both sides of the Atlantic 
rallied on reports of prog¬ 
ress in the talks. 

"There had been optimism 
over Greece,” Chung 
said, “and now it seems 
like we've had a com¬ 
plete 180.” 

The S&P 500 slipped 14.75 
points, or 0.7 percent, to 
close at 2,094.11. The Dow 
Jones industrial average 
fell 140.53 points, or 0.8 
percent, to 17,898.84, and 
the Nasdaq composite 
lost 31.41 points, or 0.6 per¬ 
cent, to 5,051.10. 

The losses were modest 
but broad: All 30 compa¬ 
nies in the Dow and all 10 
industries in the S&P 500 
finished with losses. 

Major indexes in Europe 
slumped, wiping out gains 
from earlier in the week.

US wholesale prices jump in May, led by eggs, gasoline

WASHINGTON (AP) — Pric¬ 
es at the wholesale level 
rose at the fastest pace 
in nearly 3 years in May, 
pushed higher by a sharp 
jump in the cost of gaso¬ 
line and a record increase 
in the price eggs related 
to an outbreak of avian 
influenza. But outside of in¬ 
creases in volatile food and 
energy costs, core inflation 


remained moderate. 

The producer price index, 
which measures inflation 
pressures before they reach 
consumers, spiked 0.5 per¬ 
cent in May, the Labor De¬ 
partment reported Friday. It 
was the biggest one-month 
increase since Septem¬ 
ber 2012. The increase fol¬ 
lowed a 0.4 percent drop 
in wholesale prices in April. 
The May increase reflected 
a 17 percent rise in gaso¬ 


line prices, the biggest hike 
since August 2009, and a 
record 56.4 percent surge 
in egg prices. 

Core prices, which exclude 
energy and food, rose just 
0.1 percent in May. 

Over the past 12 months, 
wholesale prices are down 
1.1 percent, reflecting big 
declines in energy prices 
over the past year. Core 
inflation is up a modest 0.6 
percent over the same 


12-month period. 

Joshua Shapiro, chief U.S. 
economist at MFR Inc., 
said that inflation pressures 
should remain modest in 
coming months, given 
weakness in the global 
economy and a stronger 
dollar, which lowers the 
price of imports for Ameri¬ 
cans. 

The government will report 
on consumer prices next 
week. Over the 12 months 


ending in April, consumer 
prices fell 0.2 percent, re¬ 
flecting the big decline in 
energy costs. Excluding 
food and energy, consum¬ 
er prices have risen 2.6 per¬ 
cent for the 12 months end¬ 
ing in April. 

For May, wholesale energy 
prices rose a record 5.9 per¬ 
cent with the cost of gaso¬ 
line, diesel fuel, jet fuel and 
home heating oil all posting

Small investors flying blind in latest market boom 


Head of Japan 
stock exchanges 
‘ashamed ‘ over 
Toshiba woes

TOKYO (AP) — The long¬ 
time head of Japan’s 
stock exchange says he is 
“ashamed” over a recent 
accounting scandal at elec¬ 
tronics and industrial con¬ 
glomerate Toshiba Corp. 
Atsushi Saito, CEO of Ja¬ 
pan Exchange Group Inc., 
said Friday he was puzzled 
by Toshiba’s apparent lax¬ 
ity over its accounting and 
he hoped auditors and ac¬ 
counting firms would be 
more vigilant. 

“In the case of Toshiba, to be 
honest I feel very ashamed. 
It’s one of the leading com¬ 
panies in Japan and they 
must have been mentors or 
leaders of Japanese indus¬ 
try,” Saito told a news con¬ 
ference. 

Toshiba announced last 
month that it was expand¬ 
ing a probe into alleged un¬ 
derreporting of project costs 
and losses and setting up a 
committee to investigate 
further. 

This week, the company’s 
CEO, Hisao Tanaka, issued 
a letter to shareholders 
apologizing for the incident 
and pledging that the com¬ 
pany including its subsidiar¬ 
ies would cooperate with 
the committee and “thor¬ 
oughly heed its results and 
recommendations and re¬ 
flect them in the company’s 
management and opera¬ 
tions.” 

Toshiba’s shares fell 0.9 per¬ 
cent Friday in trading on the 
Tokyo Stock Exchange, re¬ 
covering from larger losses 
earlier in the day triggered 
by a report in the financial 
newspaper Nikkei Shimbun 
that the company is likely to 
admit to inadequate inter¬ 
nal controls. 

Saito became president of 
the Tokyo Stock Exchange 
in 2007 and was appointed 
CEO of the Japan Exchange 
Group when it was formed in 
a merger of the Tokyo Stock 
Exchange Group Inc. and 
the Osaka Stock Exchange 
in 2013. 

A veteran stock analyst who 
worked many years for ma¬ 
jor brokerage Nomura Secu¬ 
rities, Saito said accounting 
standards can be vague 
when it comes to how the 
handle costs in long-term 
construction contracts. □

BEIJING (AP) — Li Haitao, a 
24-year-old employee at a 
steel trading company, did 
no research last June be¬ 
fore he joined a stampede 
of novice investors into Chi¬ 
na’s surging stock market. 
He paid for his risk-taking. 

“I went in blind,” said Li, 
who works in the south¬ 
ern province of Hunan. 
“I already have suffered 
some losses, but luckily not 
much." 

Many new investors piling 
into China's stock market, 
which has more than dou¬ 
bled in less than a year, 
are like Li: Rookies with little 
information whose enthu¬ 
siasm for risky speculative 
trading is fueling rising con¬ 
cern they might be hurt 
when the boom cools. 

“It’s very common that in¬ 
vestors do not even know 
what the companies in 
which they invest do. They 
do not care,” said Zhang 
Chi, a securities analyst in 
Shanghai and former fi¬ 
nancial columnist for sev¬ 
eral newspapers. “I am 
worried about them.” 

In contrast to the United 
States, Europe or Japan, 
where many people in¬ 
vest through mutual funds, 
mostChinese investors buy 
stocks directly, some¬ 
times in companies whose 
names they cannot re¬ 
member. 

Financial literacy is limit¬ 
ed in a society where the 
mainland’s first commu¬ 
nist-era stock exchange 
opened in Shanghai only 
in 1990. Brokerages offer 
classes in trading but a cul¬ 
ture of commentators who 
preach the gospel of low- 
risk, long-term investing 
has yet to develop. Many 
small investors rely on ru¬ 
mors or tips from friends 
in a market rife with com¬ 
plaints of insider trading 
and fraud. Reports say the 
China Household Finance 
Survey, which is conducted 
by Southwestern University 
of Finance and Econom¬ 
ics, found nearly 6 percent 
of new investors were illiter¬ 
ate, a quarter finished only 
elementary school and 
more than third left the 
education system at junior 


high school level. 

“I bought shares almost 
without basis, blindly,” said 
a 54-year-old woman who 
would give only her sur¬ 


name, Huang, and was 
sitting at a desk in a room 
set aside by a Beijing bro¬ 
kerage for frequent trad¬ 
ers. She said she has been 
investing since 2000 and is 
up 20 to 30 percent in the 
latest boom. 

“It's unnecessary to learn 
too much about stocks,” 
said Huang. 

Why? Huang echoes a 
common sentiment in a 
heavily regulated econo¬ 
my in which stock prices 
are driven more by policy 
changes than by eco¬ 
nomic fundamentals: “The 
stock market in China is 
obviously manipulated by 
government, so if you are 
to make losses, it is fated 
and has nothing to with 
whether you know more or 
not.” 

The latest boom began 
after the state press said 
last summer stocks were 
cheap. Investors took that 
to mean Beijing wanted 
prices to rise — and might 
prop up markets if needed. 
The benchmark Shang¬ 
hai Composite Index has 
soared 150 percent over 
the past year, though it has 
suffered stomach-churning 
drops along the way, most 


recently a 6.5 percent 
plunge May 28. 

The ruling Communist Party 
wants to develop China’s 
stock markets as a tool to 


help make the state-dom¬ 
inated economy more ef¬ 
ficient but its leaders ap¬ 
pear to be getting uneasy 
the latest boom might run 
out of control. 

State media have gradu¬ 
ally begun to urge cau¬ 
tion. But that comes after 
months of cheerleading for 
higher prices and encour¬ 
aging the public to buy. 
The party newspaper 
People's Daily in a May 4 
commentary declared the 
latest boom a “profitable 
golden era.” TV stations 
in Shanghai and other cit¬ 
ies broadcast as many 
as three programs a day 
with commentators talk¬ 
ing about the latest market 
moves. 

“I believe all I need to do is 
watch news and commen¬ 
tary on TV, discuss it with my 
friends, look at the history 
of China's stock market 
and try to get a better idea 
of what the general land¬ 
scape of China's economy 
is,” said Huang Jingru, who 
at 80 is a 12-year veteran 
of the markets. 

Each morning, armed with 
the day's financial news¬ 
papers and a mason jar 
of tea, she sits in a Beijing 


brokerage and hunts the 
latest stock tip. 

“Today’s paper highlight¬ 
ed heavy and military in¬ 
dustries, so I’ll pay more 


attention to stocks in these 
industries,” said Huang. 
Many of the new inves¬ 
tors were born in the 1990s. 
That might make them 
too young to remember 
China's last market boom 
in 2007. It was followed by 
a price collapse that saw 
the benchmark index nose 
dive 70 percent over the 
following year. 

In 2010, the state-owned 
China Securities Inves¬ 
tor Protection Funds, which 
insures against possible 
losses due to fraud or a 
broker going bankrupt, 
produced an educational 
40-episode TV series, “Un¬ 
cle Niu’s Story in the Stock 
Market.” The story follows 
Uncle Niu, Chinese for 
“Bull,” a play on the bull 
market, as he makes and 
loses money, highlighting 
principles of sensible invest¬ 
ing. 

New investors are often 
encouraged by stories of 
stock market-driven wealth 
gains for China’s elite. 
Boosted by surging asset 
prices, China created a 
new billionaire almost ev¬ 
ery week in the first quarter 
of this year, according to a 
survey by Swiss bank UBS.Q

BOSTON (AP) — U.S. Secre¬ 
tary of State John Kerry was 
discharged from a Boston 
hospital Friday 10 days af¬ 
ter undergoing surgery on 
a broken leg he sustained 
in a bicycle accident in 
France, and he declared 
he had not missed a tick 
on key foreign policy issues 
during his recovery. 

Kerry left Massachu¬ 
setts General Hospital on 
crutches but under his own 
power. Fie told reporters he 
planned to go to his near¬ 
by home in the Beacon Flill 
section of Boston for a few 
days before traveling to 
Washington next week. 

Fie promised to be “ab¬ 
solutely, totally and fully 
engaged" in nuclear ne¬ 
gotiations with Iran, saying 
he remained confident the 
June 30 timetable for com¬ 
pleting a deal could be 
achieved. Fie said he ex¬ 
pected to travel overseas 
to join in the discussions 
later in the month as they 
neared a critical juncture. 
“Our team is in Vienna right 
now working out very com¬ 
plex ... details of this agree¬ 
ment,” Kerry said “It’s a 
tough slog. It's not easy." 
Kerry was injured May 31 
when his bike struck a curb 
and he fell on a regularTour 
de France route southeast 
of Geneva. Fie was taken 
by helicopter to a hospital 
in Geneva where X-rays 
confirmed the fracture of 
his right femur. 

The former U.S. senator

from Massachusetts was 
later flown to Boston and 
underwent a four-hour op¬ 
eration June 2. 

Dr. Dennis Burke, an ortho¬ 
pedic surgeon, said Kerry’s 
recovery from surgery has 
been uncomplicated. 

“Fie is ambulating inde¬ 
pendently on crutches and 
working hard with physical 
therapy toward a full re¬ 
covery, which we antici¬ 
pate will occur in several 
months’ time,” Burke said 
in a statement. □

What’s ahead for Japan’s Fukushima nuclear plant

TOKYO (AP) — Four years 
after an earthquake and 
tsunami destroyed Ja¬ 
pan's Fukushima nuclear 
power plant, the road 
ahead remains riddled 
with unknowns. 

The government ap¬ 
proved a revised 30-to- 
40-year roadmap Friday 
that delays by three years 
the start of a key initial 
step — the removal of 
still-radioactive fuel rods 
in the three reactors that 
had meltdowns following 
the March 2011 disaster in 
northeast Japan. 

Experts have yet to pin¬ 
point the exact location 
of the melted fuel inside 
the three reactors and 
study it, and still need to 
develop robots capable 
of working safely in such 
highly radioactive condi¬ 
tions. And then there's the 
question of what to do 
with the waste. 

Some of the uncertainties 
and questions: 

THE FUEL RODS: Kept cool 
in storage pools on the 
top floor of each of the 
three reactors, they need 
to be removed to free 
up space for robots and 
other equipment to go 
down to the containment 
chambers. The 1,573 bun¬ 
dles of fuel rods — mostly 
used but some new — are 
considered among the 
highest risks at the plant, 
because they are uncov¬ 


ered within the reactor 
building. To remove them, 
the building roofs must be 
taken off and replaced 
with a cover that prevents 
radioactive dust from fly¬ 
ing out. Each building is 
damaged differently and 


requires its own cover de¬ 
sign and equipment. The 
government and plant 
operator TEPCO hope to 
start the process in 2018, 
three years later than 
planned. 

THE MELTED FUEL: Once 
the spent fuel rods are 
out of the way, workers 
can turn their attention to 
what is expected to be 


the hardest part of the de¬ 
commissioning: Removing 
the melted fuel from the 
three wrecked reactors. 
The biggest questions are 
where the melted fuel is 
and in what condition. Ra¬ 
diation levels are too high 


for humans to approach. 
Based on computer simu¬ 
lations and a few remote- 
controlled probes, experts 
believe the melted fuel 
has breached the cores 
and fallen to the bot¬ 
tom of the containment 
chambers, some possibly 
seeping into the concrete 
foundation. 

A plan to repair the con¬ 
tainment chambers and 


fill them with water so that 
the melted fuel can be 
handled while being kept 
cool may be unworkable, 
and experts are studying 
alternatives. How to reach 
the debris — from the top 
or from the side — is an¬ 


other question. A vertical 
approach would require 
robots and equipment 
that can dangle as low 
as 30 meters (90 feet) to 
reach the bottom. Experts 
are also trying to figure out 
how to obtain debris sam¬ 
ples to help develop radi¬ 
ation-resistant robots and 
other equipment that can 
handle the molten fuel. 


CONTAMINATED WATER: 
The plant is still plagued 
with massive amounts of 
contaminated water — 
cooling water that must 
be added regularly, and 
subsequently leaks out of 
the reactors and mixes 
with groundwater that 
seeps into the reactor 
basements. The volume 
of water grows by 300 
tons daily. TEPCO runs it 
through treatment ma¬ 
chines to remove most 
radioactive elements, 
and then stores it in thou¬ 
sands of tanks on the 
compound. Water leaks 
pose environmental con¬ 
cerns and health risks to 
workers. Nuclear experts 
say controlled release of 
the treated water into the 
ocean would be the ulti¬ 
mate solution. 

RADIOACTIVE WASTE: Ja¬ 
pan currently has no plan 
for the waste that comes 
out of the plant. Under 
the roadmap, the gov¬ 
ernment and TEPCO are 
supposed to compile a 
basic plan by March 2018. 
Waste management is 
an extremely difficult task 
that requires developing 
technology to compact 
and reduce the toxicity 
of the waste, while find¬ 
ing a waste storage site 
is practically impossible 
considering public senti¬ 
ment. This raises serious 
doubts about whether the 
cleanup can be complet¬ 
ed within 40 yearsO

NEW YORK (AP) — “This 
family would make a great 
TV show!” 

That’s what Evanston, Il¬ 
linois, teen Ben Lehwald 
told his mother a couple of 
years ago. 

Clearly, Ben was on to 
something. “Becoming Us," 
the show that resulted, fol¬ 
lows him as a 16-year-old 
dealing with the usual chal¬ 
lenges of high school and 
encroaching adulthood — 
plus the recent news that 
his father is becoming a 
woman. 

The family went on cam¬ 
era between October and 
February after Ben's idea 
reached Ryan Seacrest, 
who signed on as execu¬ 
tive producer of the ABC 
Family unscripted series 
airing its second episode 
Monday at 9 p.m. EDT. 
“We're just regular peo¬ 
ple,” says Suzy Crawford, 
Ben’s mother. 

The 58-year-old fitness in¬ 
structor is divorced from 
Ben’s 49-year-old father, an 
information security analyst 
now named Carly Lehwald 
but who, as Charlie, began 
taking female hormones 
years before sharing the 


plan for transition with the 
family. Suzy continues to 
work through feelings of be¬ 
trayal and bitterness even 
as she and Carly remain a 
team in parenting Ben. 
Ben’s half-sister, Sutton 
Crawford, is now a New 
Yorker, but she’s back in 
Evanston as she and her 
mother plan her upcom¬ 
ing wedding, which comes 
laden with protocol issues. 


(Should Carly walk the 
bride down the aisle?) 
Finally, Ben’s girlfriend, Dan¬ 
ielle, also has a father who 
is transgender (and who, on 
the first episode, accepted 
bra-shopping counsel from 
Carly, with Danielle and 
Ben tagging along). 
Unconventional, maybe, 
but on “Becoming Us” these 
folks reveal themselves as 
authentic and relatable. 


which makes the series an 
illuminating glimpse into 
the world we all occupy, a 
world Time magazine ear¬ 
lier this year declared was 
at “the transgender tipping 
point.” 

The timing of “Becoming 
Us” seems perfect, there¬ 
fore, having arrived just 
days after Caitlin Jenner’s 
grand unveiling on the 
Vanity Fair cover and with 


her own series, “I Am Cait," 
premiering next month, 
along with yet another re¬ 
ality show that will star Jazz 
Jennings, the 14-year-old 
transgender activist and 
YouTube star. 

No one could have antici¬ 
pated any of this a decade 
ago, least of all Carly as she 
started the transition to be¬ 
come who she had always 
known she was, and, in the 
process, turned the family 
upside down. 

Ben, in particular, was left 
reeling. It wasn’t the news 
as much as when his fa¬ 
ther delivered it that threw 
him for a loop: “Right be¬ 
fore you’re about to start 
your freshman year of high 
school. You’re just lost. That 
was how I felt.” 

So why would Ben choose 
to let TV viewers witness 
what most people would 
insist on keeping private? 
“That’s why I did it: for 
people who do it private¬ 
ly," Ben, now 17, replies. “I 
thought if they saw it from 
a child’s point of view and 
saw how the child is deal¬ 
ing with it, they’ll under¬ 
stand that it happens and 
they're not alone."□

“I used him as an example 
of the fun we could have 
with casting," Docter said. 
Then, he invited the rant- 
tastic comic to actually 
play the role. 

“I think I would have been 
insulted” had they not, 
Black said. 

The 66-year-old comedian, 
known for his angry, ranting 
delivery style, said he's an 
obvious choice to play the 
Pixar character: A squat, 
blockish red man whose 
head lights up in flames 
when he’s mad. 

Black’s Anger stars along¬ 
side Fear (Bill Hader), Dis¬ 
gust (Mindy Kaling), Sad¬ 
ness (Phyllis Smith) and Joy 
(Amy Poehler) in the much- 
anticipated animated fea¬ 
ture out June 19. 

But the comic said he 
didn't learn much from 
getting inside of Anger. 


“It gave me a sense of the 
nuances of anger, but I’ve 
spent a lot of time doing 
anger,” he said. “I mean, 
my mother was angry. My 


grandfather was angry. 
I’ve been around anger all 
my life." 

In fact, he had to take 
things down a notch to 


play the Pixar role. 

“There was a tone-down of 
it," Black said. “It's more like 
office anger as opposed to 
l've-had-it anger.”Q

John Fogerty feels like ‘Fortunate 
Son’ with upcoming memoir

NEW YORK (AP) — Jack 
Wagner doesn't need to 
roll with an entourage. He 
shows up to a recent inter¬ 
view by himself. 

A celebrity without a team 
of people including groom¬ 
ers, publicists, assistants 
and managers trailing be¬ 
hind is a rarity these days. 

“I stopped that a while 
ago. I had an entourage 
in the ‘80s because it's just 
what I needed. It depends 
where your level of fame is 
or where your career is and 
what you're promoting 
but, today. 

I’m really comfortable with 
who I am as a person and 
I can actually find an ad¬ 
dress, I can show up there 
and if I get lost I ask some¬ 
one, you know, where are 
the elevators and it's OK," 
he joked. 

To a large swath of ‘80s TV 
fans, Wagner is Frisco Jones 
from ABC's “General Hos¬ 
pital.” He stopped being 
a regular cast member in 
1988 but has returned for 
the periodic arc, most re¬ 
cently in 2013 for the show’s 
50th anniversary. 

“There is this real core fan 
base for that show and to 
play a character that is still 
remembered, I look at it as 
a gift. Back then you didn't 
have social media or so 
many channels to watch 
and people would watch 
‘General Hospital,’” said 
Wagner, who was also on 
the ‘90s hit “Melrose Place” 
and has performed on 
Broadway. 

These days the 55-year-old 
stars on Hallmark Chan¬ 
nel's series “When Calls 
the Heart" alongside Lori 
Loughlin. 

He appeared in season 
one and was bumped up 
to a fulltime cast member 
for season two, which airs 
its two-hour season finale 
on Saturday at 8 p.m. EDT. 
Wagner plays Bill Avery, a 
forensic investigator in 19th 
century Canada looking 
into a counterfeit scheme. 
His character is mysterious 
in that you don’t know if

he’s part of the scheme or 
really trying to solve it. 

The other story for his char¬ 
acter is the love triangle 
with Loughlin's character 
Abigail and his wife, Nora, 
played by none other than 
his real-life ex-wife Kristina 
Wagner (and TV ex-wife on 
“General Hospital," Felicia 
Jones.) 

“It was very frightening to 
work together again. 

We know each other from 
that one format which is 
‘General Hospital’ and we 
knew exactly what to do 
there. 

These are new charac¬ 
ters. But we really worked 
through it and we have a 
great chemistry.” 

Wagner laughs when it’s 
pointed out that not every¬ 
one would want to work 
with their ex. 

“I can’t say we lined up to 
do it,” he confesses. 

At a cast dinner. Bill Ab¬ 
bott, the president and 
CEO of Hallmark asked 
him, ‘What do you think of 
working with Felicia?' I said, 
‘Do you mean (my ex-wife) 
Kristina?’ He said, ‘I don’t 
know her name. I just know 
I want Frisco and Felicia on 
this show.’” 

Their sons (ages 24 and 20) 
aren’t that fazed by mom 
and dad working together. 
“It's like, ‘Oh yeah, cool. 
You guys look great. What's 
for dinner?'” he jokes.Q

NEW YORK (AP) — After nib¬ 
bling on a few finger sand¬ 
wiches at teatime, John Fo¬ 
gerty now feels energized 
to talk about his upcoming 
memoir and summer con¬ 
cert tour. 

Aptly called “1969,” the 
41-city tour represents that 
prolific year for Creedence 
Clearwater Revival: They 
released three albums — 
and Fogerty wrote one of 
the most profound protests 
songs of all time. 

“Fortunate Son" took a 
harsh look at America's in¬ 
equities during the military 
draft for the Vietnam War. 
“It just seemed like the 
young male sons of rich 
people were managing to 
escape being drafted or at 
least being sent to places 
that weren't dangerous,” 
Fogerty recently told the 
Associated Press. 

Instead, the poor and 
middle class were shipped 
overseas to fight in the war. 
“I really took a harsh look 
at that,” the Army veteran 
said. 

Ironically, Fogerty decided 
to name his memoir after 
the song. Published by Little 
Brown, “Fortunate Son: My 


Life, My Music” comes out 
in October. 

While the 70-year-old Fo¬ 
gerty feels a little funny 
about it, he finds the title 
is appropriate is a different 
way. 

“The words still mean what 
they mean and yet to call 
my own book ‘Fortunate 
Son’ is certainly some sort 
of a leap,” he said. 

“As I a kid I wanted to 
make music and dreamed 
about being like my musi¬ 
cal heroes and eventually 
it came true. 

I have become very fortu¬ 
nate, so that's my take on 
the use of the phrase now.” 
Until then, Fogerty is on tour, 
playing a very Creedence- 
heavy set, but it wasn’t 
always like that. Legal 
troubles with his band and 
record label soured him on 
playing songs from his old 
band. In the 1980s, he was 
sued by record label. Fan¬ 
tasy Records for copying 
his own song. They claimed 
his 1985 hit “The Old Man 
Down the Road” ripped off 
“Run Through the Jungle.” 
Both were written by Foger¬ 
ty, but the label owned the 
copyright. A jury sided with 
Fogerty. 

There was also bad blood 


with his former band mates, 
including his brother Tom, 
who passed away in 1990, 
over control of the band 
and a variety of issues. They 
were also in court over roy¬ 
alties owed to Fogerty by 
performing his songs. 

The problems were so in¬ 
tense that when the band 
was inducted into the Rock 
and Roll Hall of Fame in 
1993, Fogerty refused to 
perform with them. 

Now with those dark days 
behind him, Fogerty feels 
the book will come out at 
the right time. 

“It's no longer about hav¬ 
ing an axe to grind. If you 
asked me 15 years ago it 
might have been quite dif¬ 
ferent. 

A lot of stuff happened to 
me in show business and 
my personal life and there 
were certainly periods 
where I was pretty angry 
and pretty bitter,” Fogerty 
said. 

Now that his life is at peace 
—he’s now happily mar¬ 
ried and plays music with 
his sons Shane and Tyler — 
Fogerty has no plans to re¬ 
unite with remaining mem¬ 
bers of the band. 

“Through the years I have 
left that question open. □ I 
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Black film festival shifts focus to Web as options expand

NEW YORK (AP) — As scru¬ 
tiny continues over diversity 
in film and opportunities for 
African Americans in Holly¬ 
wood, some black actors 
and producers are looking 
to another avenue where 
they see growth — the 
Web. 

Success stories like Issa 
Rae, whose “Awkward 
Black Girl" Internet com¬ 
edy series was so successful 
she received a develop¬ 
ment deal with HBO, have 
opened the door for others 
who may have found more 
traditional avenues in Hol¬ 
lywood closed. So as the 
American Black Film Festi¬ 
val opened in New York this 
week for its 19th year, it has 
turned its focus to the Web. 
“Degrassi” star Andrea 
Lewis is among those find¬ 
ing more exposure on the 
Internet. Used to being the 
only black person on set, 
when Lewis was not getting 
the roles she wanted, she 
decided not going to wait. 
“Instead of wondering 
where the next opportunity 
can come, I said, ‘I am go¬ 
ing to come up with it and 
do it myself,'" Lewis said. 
She fook fo the Web with 
her comedy series “Black 
Actress,” sharing the narra¬ 
tive of black women trying 
to make it in the industry. 
The 10- to 20-minute epi¬ 
sodes include the storyline 
of a young women go¬ 


ing on auditions, woven in 
with real-life interviews from 
actresses such as Tatyana 
Ali and “Powers’” Naturi 
Naughton. They discuss the 
lack of significant roles of¬ 
fered, and the struggle to 
live creatively. 

Lewis said she created 
“Black Actress” after she 
was introduced as the “ur¬ 
ban one" by a cast mem¬ 


ber. 

“I was seen as the black 
one on the set, not as a 
peer or another actor who 
is trying to work,” she said. 
“It was an uncomfortable 
experience for me and also 
for the others who were 
there.” 

Now Lewis is writing, pro¬ 
ducing and acting on her 
own terms. She is working 


on three other Web series 
and a feature film wifh Jun¬ 
gle Wild Producfions. 

For her, fhe Internet offers 
“creative freedom and 
there is no gatekeeper on 
what you can put out with 
your team.” 

Her show is featured as a 
part of the festival’s “2015 
Web Originals" panel. Oth¬ 
er events at ABFF, which 
runs until Sunday, include 
the New York premiere of 
“Dope” and a conversa¬ 
tion with ABFF ambassador 
and “Empire” star Taraji P. 
Henson. 

Jeff Friday, co-founder of 
the ABFF, said using the In¬ 
ternet and social media is 
an easy way for young ac¬ 
tors and producers to get 
themselves out there and 
create content. 

“You've got to try to take 
your own destiny in your 
own hands and there is no 
excuse now,” he said. 

Rae, the creator and star of 
“Awkward Black Girl” and 
the HBO-ordered pilot “In¬ 
secure,” is joining Andrea 
Lewis and the creators of 
website BlackandSexy.tv, 
Numa Perrier and Dennis 
Dortch, for the panel “How 
to Create and Monetize a 
Successful Web Series.” 

Rae said events like these 
are important at ABFF be¬ 
cause “a lot of people 
don't know how to get 
started and how to make 
money.” 

Rae’s success comes after 


creating multiple web se¬ 
ries and producing other 
projects with her company. 
Color Creative. 

“I got into this industry ini¬ 
tially as a fan and fo be 
able to use my platform to 
support other up-and-com¬ 
ing artists that I am a fan of. 
That's an ideal situation for 
me,” she said. When she 
created her first Web series 
in 2007, her main concern 
was creating more roles for 
black women and creating 
content for the type of hu¬ 
mor she enjoyed. 

“I never thought that any¬ 
one would really pay to see 
my work online,” Rae said. 
BuzzFeed actress and co¬ 
median Quinta Brunson, 
known as Quinta B., start¬ 
ed with posting funny self- 
made videos on Vine and 
Instagram. Now she is mak¬ 
ing videos for a major me¬ 
dia company on topics 
such as the perks of being 
short, the struggle to gain 
weight and the best free 
bread at restaurants. 

She said she is able to ex¬ 
press herself as a writer and 
comedian that she would 
not be able to do any¬ 
where else. 

“The thing I like the most 
about BuzzFeed is I do the 
kind of video where it's 
just me being a person,” 
Brunson said, “especially as 
a black women, I appreci¬ 
ate the freedom to decide 
who I’ll be rather than be¬ 
ing told who I will be.”

The online video giant an¬ 
nounced plans ahead of 
nexf week's Elecfronic En¬ 
tertainment Expo to launch 
a separate app and site 
specifically for fans of video 
games. 

YouTube product manager 
Alan Joyce said in a state¬ 
ment Friday that YouTube 
Gaming will be a destina¬ 
tion tor users to find gam¬ 
ing videos, live streams 
and Internet personalities. 


The app and site will fea¬ 
ture individual pages dedi¬ 
cated to more than 25,000 
games. 

Joyce noted that if a user 
began searching for the 
word “call” on the YouTube 
Gaming app, the military 
shooter “Call of Dufy," nof 
fhe Carly Rae Jepsen tune 
“Call Me Maybe" would 
appear first. 

YouTube will also seek to 
make it easier tor users to 
broadcast live and com¬ 
petitive gaming, known as 
e-sports, by creating singu¬ 
lar links that can be shared 
and removing the need to 


schedule a broadcast. 
“When I look at where You¬ 
Tube is weaker in the gam¬ 
ing content space, I think 
live and e-sports,” said 
Ryan Wyatt, YouTube's 
global head of gaming 
content, in an interview 
last month. “In the com¬ 
ing weeks, you're going 
to see us make improve¬ 
ments to our live product, 
and we do want to invest 
in e-sports from a content 
perspective.
